be supported better by material from Public Health rather than Agriculture 
since the latter do not have capabilities for supplying this information. 
As to Paragraph C2 (Animal Diseases) question was rai sed whether th is 
should be done by Veterinary Corps of SGO or by OSI. 
cated that Veterinary Corps do not have an;/ responsibility 
ing this typo of information, although they had responsibility in this 
field. 
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5. In examining all of the allocations it appeared that the follow- 
ing should be a responsibility of SGO rather than CIA as indicated: 

a. Subsection B 3 (Animal and Plant Life) on which comment has 
b/en made in the previous paragraph. 

b. Subsection C La and b — In this subsection there appears 
to be an artificial split of responsibility; la being CIA' s and lb SGO. 
Looking at the question objectively it appears that the information on 
which both subsections could, be based have much in co mon and, therefore, 
conclude that SGO should do the subsection. 
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c. Subsection C 2 (Animal Diseases) — There is some question 
whether they should not be the responsibility of the Veterinary Corps, 
although OSI appears to have considerable information on this topic. 

d. Subsection F (Medical Care Facilities) — Again it appears 
that SGO could well prepare all of that subsection since they get com- 
plete information on both military and civilian as a normal requirement 
from the .engineers, 

6. It was agreed that OSI would prepare a list of those subsections 
previously enumerated for which we feel SGO should have primarily respon- 
sibility and pass this to Dr. Saltser in SGO informing him that -when 
Arrry had studied the proposals we would call the full committee together 
to iron out these points of disagreement. In the meantime, OSI will con- 
sider production requirements and attempt to fill prospective slots to 
complete coordination responsibility for Section 45 at the earliest moment. 
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
